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Court  refuses  to  review  case 
concerning  homosexual  rights 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Supreme  Court,  in  a 
busy  first  day  Monday  of  its  fall  term,  let  stand  the 
ruling  of  a  state  court  in  Washington  that  homosex¬ 
uals  are  immoral  and  may  be  fired  from  their  jobs. 

The  court  refused  to  hear  the  appeal  of  James 
Gaylord,  fired  in  1972  when  his  homosexuality  was 
discovered  by  officials  at  the  Tacoma  High  School 
where  he  had  taught  for  13  years. 

Gaylord  contended  that  his  constitutional  rights 
were  violated  when  his  status  as  a  homosexual  was 
used  to  dismiss  him.  The  Washington  Supreme 
Court  ruled  that  homosexuality  is  immoral,  and 
Gaylord  could  be  fired  even  though  he  was  accused 
of  no  homosexual  act. 

Civil  liberties  attorneys,  who  had  hoped  to  use  the 
case  to  have  the  Supreme  Court  review  the  rights  of 
homosexuals,  predictably  were  outraged  by  the 
court’s  action. 

“The  case  presented  the  Supreme  Court  with  an 
opportunity  to  say  that  discrimination  against  peo¬ 
ple  by  government  because  of  their  status  as 
homosexuals  is  impermissible,”  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  said. 


“This  Supreme  Court  maintains  its  record  of  gross 
insensitivity  to  individual  rights,”  the  organization 
said  in  a  statement  from  its  New  York  headquarters. 

In  the  40  pages  of  orders  handed  down  Monday, 
the  justices  also: 

-^-Agreed  to  decide  the  legality  of  pension  plans 
requiring  women  to  contribute  a  greater  portion  of 
their  salaries  than  men  based  on  studies  showing 
that  women  on  the  average  live  longer  to  collect 
benefits.  At  the  same  time,  the  justices  let  stand  a 
state  court’s  decision  outlawing  pension  plans  which 
pay  smaller  monthly  retirement  benefits  to  women 
based  on  the  same  life-expectancy  tables. 

— Let  stand  a  lower  court’s  order  requiring  the 
busing  of  students  throughout  11  school  districts  in 
the  Wilmington,  Del.,  area.  A  plan  to  put  the  racial 
desegregation  order  into  effect  is  being  worked  out, 
but  school  officials  had  hoped  to  make  such  a  plan 
unnecessary. 

— Agreed  to  decide  whether  one  party  may  own  a 
newspaper  and  broadcast  station  in  the  same  com¬ 
munity.  A  lower  court  said  such  cross  ownership 
almost  never  can  be  allowed.  That  ruling  would  af¬ 


fect  an  estimated  170  such  ownerships  across  the 
country. 

—Agreed  to  decide  if  a  newspaper,  the  Stanford 
Daily  on  the  California  university’s  campus,  enjoys 
greater  protection  than  other  non-criminal  suspects 
against  police  searches.  The  case  asks  the  court  to 
review  the  circumstances  in  which  police  may  search 
the  premises  of  anyone  not  suspected  of  a  crime. 

— Left  untouched  a  lower  court’s  ruling  that 
allows  telephone  subscribers  to  use  equipment  —  ex¬ 
tension  telephones,  answering  devices  and  the  like 
—  of  their  own  choosing  without  paying  the 
telephone  company  for  a  protective  device.  The 
court’s  action  could  cost  the  American  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Co.  and  smaller  telephone  companies  a 
lot  of  money. 

— Ruled,  in  essence,  that  the  once-secret  880  reels 
of  White  House  tape  recordings  left  behind  by  for¬ 
mer  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  may  be  released  for 
use  in  civil  suits.  The  court’s  1974  decision  that  the 
tapes  could  be  used  in  the  criminal  Watergate  trials 
of  Nixon’s  top  aides  probably  hastened  his  departure 
from  office. 


Gandhi  charged  with  'conniving' 


NEW  DELHI  (AP)  —  Seven  months 
after  her  iron. grip  on  India  was  broken 
in  a  stunning  election  defeat,  Indira 
Gandhi  was  arrested  Monday  and 
charged  with  abusing  her  position  as 
prime  minister.  She  promptly  charged 
the  arrest  was  political. 

Authorities  said  at  least  10  other 
persons,  including  four  former  cabinet 
ministers  and  Mrs.  Gandhi’s  personal 
secretary,  also  were  arrested. 

Mrs.  Gandhi,  59,  was  charged  in  two 
cases  under  India’s  Prevention  of 
Corruption  Act,  officials  reported. 

They  said  she  was  accused  in  one 
case  of  “illegally  conniving”  with 
others  in  pressuring  two  companies  to 
obtain  104  jeeps  for  campaign  work  in 
several  election  districts  including  her 
own. 

The  second  charge  alleged  Mrs. 
Gandhi  misused  her  position  by 


awarding  a  $13.4  million  government 
oil  drilling  contract  to  the  French  firm 
Consultancy  Services  de  Petroles, 
despite  a  lower  bid  by  an  unidentified 
American  competitor. 

Taken  into  custody  at  her  family 
home  here,  Mrs.  Gandhi  declined  an 
offer  of  bail  on  a  personal  bond  before 
she  was.  whisked  away  in  a  sedan  to 
detention  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
Delhi  armed  police  force. 

The  former  prime  minister,  defeated 
in  national  elections  last  spring,  said  in 
a  statement  that  her  arrest  “is  to  pre¬ 
vent  metrom  going  to  the  people  ...  to 
discredit  me  in  their  eyes.” 

Supporters  chanting  “Long  Live  In¬ 
dira  Gandhi”  showered  her  with 
marigold  petals  as  she  emerged  from 
her  hqme  and  one  of  them  handed  her 
a  bouqqet. 

Her  11 -year  administration  was  cap¬ 


ped  by  21  months  of  emergency  rule  in 
which  an  estimated  100,000  political 
opponents  were  jailed.  Among  them 
were  many  leaders  of  the  Janata  party 
government  that  succeeded  Mrs. 
Gandhi’s  regime  after  parliamentary 
elections  last  March. 

The  arrest  came  as  Mrs.  Gandhi  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  setting  the  stage  for  a 
comeback  with  a  series  of  political  ap¬ 
pearances  in  rural  areas  and  several 
statements  critical  of  Prime  Minister 
Morarji  Desai’s  government.  Desai  was 
among  those  detained  by  Mrs.  Gandhi 
under  emergency  rules  that  suspended 
civil  liberties  and  censored  the  Indian 
press  for  the  first  time  since  the  nation 
gained  independence  in  1947. 

Mrs.  Gandhi  was  snared  in  a  web  of 
political  corruption  charges  being 
woven  by  ^government  investigators 
probing  the  inner  circle  of  her  govern¬ 
ment.  Her  son,  Sanjay,  30,  has  been 


implicated  in  a  half-dozen  legal  cases 
and  two  of  her  former  cabinet 
ministers  have  been  arrested  on 
charges  of  official  corruption. 

Scores  of  agents  from  India’s  Central 
Bureau  of  Investigation  —  CBI  —  ac¬ 
companied  by  policewomen,  arrested 
Mrs.  Gandhi,  59,  at  her  New  Delhi 
home  while  more  than  1,000  of  her 
followers  crowded  around  the  house 
chanting  support  for  her. 

Mrs.  Gandhi  was  held  in  her  home 
for  more  than  an  hour  after  the  plain- 
clothesmen  arrived.  She  was  then 
driven  to  a  police  jail  in  a  CBI  car. 

While  investigators  were  inside  the 
home,  Mrs.  Gandhi  issued  a  statement 
charging  that  the  “arrest  is  a  political 
one.  It  is  to  prevent  me  from  going 
before,  the  people.  It  is  an  attempt  to 
discredit  me  in  their  eyes  and  the  eyes 
of  the  world.”

“However,”  she  added,  “it  is- these 
trivial  cases,  like  physical  punishment 
for  Mexican-American  children  who 
speak  Spanish  on  school  grounds,  that 
have  made  tinderboxes  of  every  urban 
center.” 

One  possible  long-term  solution, 
Mrs.  Nelson  said,  is  law-related  educa¬ 
tion  that  starts  in  kindergarten.  “Not 
just,  ‘what  do  you  do  when  you  get 
busted,’  but  actual  training  in  legal 
procedure,  legal  terminology,  and  in 
why  there  are  laws  in  the  first  place.” 

Another  idea  Mrs.  Nelson  said  she 
thinks  is  necessary  is  neighborhood 
justice  centers  that  would  serve  as  a 
“kind,  loving,  listening  system 
designed  to  bring  people  together 
again,  not  just  punish.” 

She  said  the  centers  would  not  have 
the  authority  to  send  anyone  to  jail, 
but  could  require  offenders  to  do  com¬ 
munity  service  projects  —  cleaning 
streets,  planting  flowers  in  the  park, 
whatever. 


The  staff  for  these  centers  could  be 
elected  laymen,  serving  voluntarily, 
she  said.  People  accused  of  petty 
crimes  could  have  the  choice  of  going 
there  or  to  regular  courts,  Mrs.  Nelson 
added. 

“The  center  could  also  serve  as  an 
ombudsman  for  people  who  have 
grievances  against  a  business  or  who 
cannot  get  satisfaction  from  a  govern¬ 
ment  agency.” 

“The  centers  should  not  be  staffed 
with  student  lawyers,”  she  said.  “They 
would  tend  to  want  to  introduce  the 
formality  and  lengthy  procedures  of  a 
courtroom.” 

“Too  many  people  don’t  trust  the 
present  justice  system,”  Mrs.  Nelson 
said,  “and  we  will  never  have  a  system 
they  can  trust  until  we  encourage  more 
layman  involvement.”

BYU  administrators  will  meet  with 
contractors  today  at  2  p.m.  to  open 
bids  for  construction  of  the  new 
Deseret  Towers  dormitory. 

Delyle  Barton,  BYU  housing  direc¬ 
tor,  said  contractors  will  submit  bids 
at  the  meeting.  The  bids  then  will  be 
evaluated  by  BYU  engineers.  The 
lowest  bid  meeting  the  necessary 
specifications  will  win  the  contract. 

He  said  the  bid  opening  would  last 
approximately  an  hour,  but  “it  de¬ 
pends  on  the  number  of  contractors 
wanting  to  submit  bids.” 

The  new  building  is  being  added 
because  there  is  a  great  demand  for 
more  on-campus  housing,  he  ex¬ 
plained.  In  the  present  situation  many 
students  are  using  overflow  rooms 
“where  we’d  like  to  accommodate 
them  in  regular  rooms.” 

He  said  he  is  hopeful  the  new 
building  will  be  completed  by  Sept.  1

For  BYU  students 
McKay  Platt  and  Daniel 
L.  Simmons,  Friday 
night  was  a  bomb. 

Platt  and  Simmons, 
both  zoology  majors 
from  Provo,  were  driving 
along  the  South  Fork  of 
Provo  Canyon  when  they 
found  what  appeared  to 
be  a  bomb,  with  the  fuse 
lit,  on  the  gate  of  a  Girl 
Scout  camp  at  the  end  of 
the  road. 

Three  Utah  County 
men  and  a  woman  were 
arrested  that  evening  in 
connection  with  the 
bomb. 

When  Platt,  his  wife 
and  Simmons  found  the 
bomb,  -it  had  about  15 
feet  of  fuse  left.  “We 
weren’t  sure  it  was  a 
bomb.  You  don’t  expect 
to  find  something  like 
that  around  here,”  said 
Platt. 

It  was  a  bomb.  Deputy 
Sheriff  Jerry  Scott  said, 
“If  it  had  gone  off  it 
would  have  killed 
them.” 

Platt  had  worked  with 
his  father  in  a  mercury 
mine  in  Nevada  and  had 
had  experience  with 
fuses.  He  knew  basically 
what  to  do.

“There  was  about  15 
feet  of  slow  white  fuse 
followed  by  a  short  red 
fuse,  a  blasting  cap  and 
the  bomb,”  explained 
Platt.  Simmons  ex¬ 
tinguished  the  fuse  by 
stamping  on  it.  Platt 
then  dismantled  the 
bomb. 

The  bomb  was  C-4,  a 
military  type  of  ex¬ 
plosive. 

The  Sheriffs  SWAT 
(Special  Weapons  and 
Training)  team  was  in 
the  South  Fork  of  Provo 
Canyon  at  the  same  time 
waiting  for  a  rumored 
drug  transaction  to  take 
place.  A  pickup  truck 
with  its  lights  out  made 


several  trips  past  the  of¬ 
ficers. 

“We  smelled  a  rat,” 
said  Scott.  The  officers, 
in  an  unmarked  car, 
drove  to  the  camp  where 
they  encountered  several 
men  with  explosives. 

Arrested  on  charges  of 
constructing  an  infernal 
machine  (bomb)  were 
Rees  W.  Brandley,  27, 
331  Cedarwood  Dr., 
Orem;  Thomas  W.  Berg, 
36,  719  W.  Center, 
Provo,  and  Kent  Lee 
Davis,  31,  545  N.  600 
West,  Provo.  An  uniden¬ 
tified  woman  was  also 
charged  with  possession 
of  a  controlled 
substance. 

“We  just  happened  to 
be  up  there,”  Scott  said. 
“It  was  unexpected.”  , 

Arresting  officers  con¬ 
fiscated  a  box  of  blasting 
caps  and  1,000  feet  of 
detonating  cord,  twice  as 
powerful  as  TNT.  Of¬ 
ficers  also  took  three 
guns,  one  fully  loaded, 
from  the  men.

’Justice  -  Just  Around  the  Corner 


Today,  there  is  a  law  explosion  in  this  country  which  is 
threatening  to  overwhelm  the  traditional  adjudicative 
machinery  of  our  courts.  It  can  be  traced  to  at  least’ three 
sources:  the  rights  explosion,  the  grievance  explosion 
and  the  mounting  challenges  to  official  discretion. 

If  we  are  to  cope  with  the  law  explosion  within  the 
traditional  framework  of  the  rule  of  law,  at  least  two  ma¬ 
jor  reforms  are  necessary:  the  creation  of  institutional 
alternatives  to  the  present  court  system,  and  the  educa¬ 
tion  and  training  of  many  more  justice-producing  per¬ 
sons.  There  is  a  need  to  concentrate  on  institutions  other 
than  the  courts  to  resolve  conflicts  and  redress  griev¬ 
ances.  If  rights  are  not  to  be  sacrificed,  if  justice  is  not  to 
be  rationed  in  the  interest  of  relieving  pressure  on  the 
courts,  other  justice-dispensing  institutions  which  can 
supplement  and  in  some  cases  supersede  the  old  ones  are 
needed.

Provo’s  eroding  tax  base,  the  exodus  of  downtown 
businesses,  the  need  for  a  youth  program  and  the  Heritage 
Mountain  project  all  are  emerging  as  important  issues  as 
Provo’s  primary  race  gets  under  way. 


the  Heritage  Mountain  project.  “We’re  going  to  get  the  bill 
for  the  services,  but  we’re  not  going  to  get  the  revenues  from 
the  project,”  he  said. 


Candidates  for  mayor  and  city  commissioner  will  face  each 
other  and  answer  questions  Wednesday  in  a  “meet  the  can¬ 
didates”  night  sponsored  by  the  Provo  Employee’s  Associa¬ 
tion,  according  to  Association  Pres.  Dave  Bowers. 


James  Ferguson,  also  running  for  mayor,  criticized  the 
present  commission  as  “lacking  the  type  of  leadership 
necessary  to  handle  the  problems  facing  Provo.” 

Provo  is  losing  business  and  its  tax  base  is  shrinking, 
Ferguson  warned.  Only  an  increase  in  taxes  has  helped  the 
commission  keep  its  financial  statistics  looking  good. 


During  the  question  and  answer  period  that  followed  the 
candidates’  presentations,  Grange  defended  the  commis¬ 
sion’s  sale  of  city  property  to  Wilderness  Associates.  “A  state 
appraisal  set  the  price  as  a  fair  market  price,”  he  said. 


Richard  P.  Valgardsen,  commission  candidate,  addressed 
the  needs  of  the  city’s  young  people.  “One  problem  I  see  is 
that  our  young  people  may  not  have  a  lot  to  do,”  he  said. 
“We  need  to  provide  opportunities  for  them  to  be  able  to 
work  and  do  the  things  they  would  like  to  do.” 


The  meeting,  scheduled  from  7  to  9  p.m.  in  the  Provo  City 
Chambers,  will  be  the  second  gathering  of  the  candidates  in 
the  two-week-old  primary  race. 


Ferguson,  director  of  the  Salt  Lake  International  Center, 
an  industrial  park  development  near  the  Salt  Lake  airport, 
also  criticized  the  city  commission  for  underselling  property 
to  Wilderness  Associates,  developers  of  Heritage  Mountain. 


Valgardson  said  his  accounting  background  would  give 
him  experience  in  handling  tax  and  budget  problems.

“Improvement  of  the  existing  facilities  would  ma 
airport  a  great  tax  base,”  Mrs.  Meechum  said.

“Nothing  is  any  more  fundamental  to  the  people  of  Provo 
than  the  subject  of  taxation,”  Gregory  M.  Warner,  candidate 
for  mayor,  told  the  commission  chamber  audience  Friday. 
“If  we  continue  to  follow  this  trend  of  budget  increases,  we 
will  end  up  with  a  city  tax  like  Salt  Lake  City.” 

Warner,  a  Provo  tax  lawyer,  also  expressed  concern  over 


“An  incumbent  candidate  has  a  certain  obligation  to  run 
on  his  record,”  Mayor  Russell  D.  Grange  told  the  commis¬ 
sion  room  audience.  He  pointed  to  increases  in  sales-tax 
revenues,  the  development  of  low-income  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  the  encouragement  of  new  industry  and  jobs  in 
reviewing  his  record. 

Grange  also  commented  on  the  tax  situation.  “In  the  last 
six  years  Provo  City  has  had  a  tax  increase  of  about  one 
mill,”  he  said.  “The  community  is  healthy  and  it  is  solvent.”

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Mormonism  to  be  taught 
at  Hebrew  University 


Eyring  to  be  honored 
at  Ricks  homecomin

After  26  years  as  a  BYU  religion  professor,  Dr.  W. 
Cleon  Skousen  will  leave  Provo  for  Jerusalem  when 
he  retires  in  April  1978  to  teach  a  course  in  Mor¬ 
monism  at  Hebrew  University. 

Dr.  Skousen  explained  the  move  is  the  result  of  an 
offer  from  a  prominent  Israeli  official,  Dr.  Joseph 
Ginat,'  deputy  prime  minister  of  Arab  Affairs.  Dr. 
Ginat  is  also  a  professor  at  Hebrew  University. 

Dr.  Skousen  said  Dr.  Ginat  asked  him  to  teach  the 
course  because  “there  have  been  many  students  ask¬ 
ing  questions  about  Mormon  culture,  history  and 
philosophy.”  He  said  Dr.  Ginat  felt  there  would  be 
“a  widespread  interest  in  this  subject.”. 

Dr.  Skousen  said  the  course,  “Mormonism,  Its 
Philosophy,  History  and  Culture,”  will  be  taught  in 
English.  The  material  for  the  course  will  come  from 
LDS  books,  the  standard  works  of  the  LDS  church 
and  other  sources  which  he  did  not  identify. 

He  said  the  course  will  use  a  simple,  direct  ap¬ 
proach  to  try  to  help  Jewish  students  relate  Mormon 
culture  with  their  culture,  “because  they  have  a 
great  deal  in  common.” 

The  course  will  give  the  academic  community  in 
Israel  a  deeper  insight  into  Mormon  philosophy  and 
help  Mormons  establish  a  closer  relationship  with 
Jews,  he  said. 

Dr.  Skousen  will  be  living. in  facilities  provided  by 


the  university  while  there.  His  wife  will  accompany 
him  on  the  trip. 

“While  I’m  there  I’ll  be  doing  some  research  and 
writing  which  she  always  helps  me  with,”  he  said  . 
“We’ll  have  a  real  good  time  while  we’re  there,” 

Before  coming  to  BYU  in  1951,  Skousen  was  an 
FBI  agent  for  16  years,  serving  in  various  areas  of  the 
U.S.  During  World  War  II,  he  was  appointed  to  a 
Supervisory  administrative  position  at  FBI  head¬ 
quarters  in  Washington,  D.C. 

In  1956  he  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from 
BYU  to  reorganize  the  Salt  Lake  City  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  where  he  served  as  Chief  of  Police  until  1960. 

Dr.  Skousen  has  written  many  books  including  the 
best  seller,  “The  Naked  Communist,”  “So  You 
Want  To  Raise  a  Boy,”  “Brigham  Young  University: 
A  School  of  Destiny,”  co-authored  with  Dr.  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson,  and  “The  Naked  Capitalist.” 

Dr.  Skousen  received  the  American  Freedom 
Award  in  1968  at  a  convention  of  “We  the  People”  in 
Chicago.  He  received  the  1964  Special  Leadership

Orem,  Provo:  economic  war 


This  is  the  third  and  final  article  in  a 
series  on  historic  preservation  in  Utah. 
Today’s  story  zeroes  in  on  the  problem  in 
Provo  and  Orem: 


Provo  and  Orem,  like  most  other  cities, 
have  an  invisible  boundary  separating 
them.  Judging  from  recent  occurrences, 
perhaps  barbed  wire  and  machine  gun 
nests  might  be  more  in  order  along  this  in¬ 
visible.  line. 

Weapons  in  the  battle  between  the  two 
cities  are  not  guns,  however,  but  something 
that  can  be  as  damaging  at  times  in  today’s 
society:  the  power  of  the  dollar. 

“Orem  and  Provo  are  having  a  shootout 
at  high  noon.  They  are  competing  against 
each  other  instead  of  cooperating,  and  one 
town  ends  up  paying  for  it.”  These  are  the 
feelings  of  Wilson  G.  Martin,  preservation 
planner  for  the  Utah  State  Historical 
Society  (USHS).  The  USHS,  currently 
conducting  a  historical  survey  in  Provo,  has 
become  involved  in  this  “shootout,”  for 
they  feel  they  have  at  least  a  partial  solu¬ 
tion  to  the  problem. 

Who  is  losing  right  now?  It  is  no  real 
secret  that  Provo  is.  Orem,  wielding  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  a  University  Mall  and  several 
other  powerful  attacking  pieces,  seems  to 
be  moving  to  economically  checkmate 
Provo.  As  a  result,  individuals  and  small 
businesses,  always  the  pawns  in  the 
economic  game,  will  suffer.  Especially 
those  in  Provo. 

Another  telltale  indicator  is  the  tax  story. 
Orem  recently  was  able  to  effect  a  mill  levy 
cut,  while  Provo  will  see  its  second  tax  hike 
in  recent  years. 

Martin  feels  if  is  time  for  cities  to  stop 
functioning  as  individuals:  “That’s  crazy. 
You  end  up  subsidizing  the  losing  area.  It’s 
bad  for  the  tax  dollar.  We  can’t  allow  Un¬ 
iversity  Malls  to  spring  up  at  will,  saying 
that  the  taxpayer  will  support  it,  but  end 
up  subsidizing  it.” 

Martin  continues:  “I,  in  Salt  Lake,  am 
subsidizing  Provo,  though  not  very  much. 
That  is  intolerable  to  me  as  a  taxpayer.  I 
don’t  like  to  see  areas  that  I  have  to  pay  for, 
where  the  developer  makes  money.  If  the 
developer  makes  money  because  of  his  own 
investment,  then  that  is  proper.” 

“Yet,  when  I  end  up  subsidizing  his  in¬ 
vestment  like  we  have  with  the  University 
Mall  by  building  the  ‘BYU  Diagonal’  which 
made  the  mall  possible,  with  federal 
dollars,  and  having  the  Provo  people  sub¬ 
sidizing  him  because  he  took  away  their  tax 
base,  I  think  that  is  wrong,”  he  added. 

Martin  concluded, “What  they  are  saying 
is  that  the  individual  rights  of  the 
developer  are  more  important  than  com¬ 
munity  rights,  and  more  important  than 
my  rights  as  a  taxpayer  to  pay  a  fair  and 
equitable  tax  for  the  services  I  receive.” 

Is  preservation  planning  the  long- 
awaited  answer  for  Provo?  Stephanie 
Churchill,  executive  director  of  the  Utah 
Heritage  Foundation,  thinks  so:  “In  other 
areas  where  they  have  tried  restoration  of 
downtown  areas,  it  has  been  economically 
successful.  Provo  needs  to  capitalize  on  its 
downtown  assets  and  make  ‘human’ 
changes.  A  new  shopping  mall  won’t  do 
that.” 

Allen  C.  Johnson,  advance  planner  for 
Salt  Lake  City,  looks  at  the  issue 
cautiously:  “You  have  to  have  a  vital  city. 
You  need  to  have  a  city  with  a  strong  tax 
base  before  you  can  do  any  of  the  aesthetic 
things,  and  that  is  what  we  are  talking 
about  with  historical  renovation.  Provo 
needs  to  strengthen  its  tax  base.  They  need 
to  get  more  commercial  usage  and  go  out 
and  actively  seek  it.” 

Johnson  feels  that  a  balance  should  be 
sought:  “You  can  do  a  lot  with  a  historic, 
central  business  district.  But  you  also  need 
to  have  the  other  commercial-industrial 
uses  that  are  necessary  in  an  urban  area. 
When  there  is  a  conflict  with  the  two,  and 
you  decide  to  forsake  commercial  develop¬ 
ment  for  the  sake  of  preservation,  other  real 
problems  will  arise.” 

Kathryn  Mackay,  a  representative  of  the 
USHS,  is  currently  taking  a  historical  sur¬ 
vey  in  Provo.  Her  task  is  to  map  buildings

with  historic  appeal,  work  toward  a  possi¬ 
ble  downtown  historic  district  and  obtain 
citizen  and  business  support  for  the  preser¬ 
vation  plan. 

The  first  historic  district  may  be 
proposed  as  early  as  February  1978,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Martin  and  Ms.  Mackay.  Until 
that  time,  they  will  meet  with  community 
groups  to  present  plans  and  drawings  for  a 
historic  downtown  “theme.”  Ms.  Mackay’s 
survey  will  cost  at  least  $70,000  over  the 
next  three  years. 

Martin  wants  to  implement  his  program 
in  Provo,  but  is  far  from  insistent  about  it, 
“If  they  don’t  want  it,  we  won’t  push  them. 
If  they  work  with  us  and  follow  our  plan, 
there  will  be  economic  benefits  for  them.” 

He  added:  “Historic  preservation  is  only 
one  key  to  prevent  the  flight  to  the  suburbs 
and  to  surburban  shopping  centers  which 
tear  the  heart  out  of  a  city.  Our  goal  is  for 
the  people  of  downtown  Provo  to  make  a  lot 
of  money  using  the  resources  they  now 
have.” 

Preliminary  signs  show  that  Martin  and 
Ms.  Mackay  face  an  uphill  battle  in  Provo. 
A  recent  public  meeting  in  the  City  Center 
which  presented  the  plan  to  citizens  was 
poorly  attended.  Mayor  Russell  Grange  and 
City  Commissioners  E.  Odell  Miner  and  J. 
Earl  Wignall  have  yet  to  take  a  defined 
stand,  as  Ms.  Mackay’s  survey  is  still  in 
progress. 

A  recent  study  by  Architects  Planners 
Alliance  of  Salt  Lake  City  trying  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  “theme”  for  the  downtown  area 
was  largely  rejected  by  the  city  govern¬ 
ment,  except  for  landscaping  modifica¬ 
tions. 


(available  to  individuals  and  businesses 
who  renovate)  in  the  private  sector.  Mayor 
Grange  described  this  as  “dangerous”. 

The  Mayor  said  he  feels  that  the  claimed 
economic  advantages  for  preservation  are 
valid:  “They  have  the  track  record  to  prove 
that.” 


A  poll  was  taken  recently  in  the  Avenues 
area  of  Salt  Lake  City  showing  overwhelm¬ 
ing  resident  support  for  creating  a  historic 
district  in  their  neighborhood.  Martin  feels 
a  similar  poll  in  Provo  “  Wopld  run  as  much 
as  75  percent  against  such  a  proposal  right 


He  continues:  “We  have  a  package,  if 
Provo  will  listen  to  us,  which  will  create  the 
downtown  area  into  a  historic  district  with 
a  very  lively  shopping  area  within  10 
years.” 


The  preservation  plan  would  probably 
receive  a  much  better  reception  in  Provo  if 
federal  money  were  not  involved.  “We’re 
not  going  to  fund  Provo  if  they  don’t  want 
funding,”  Martin  says,  “  If  they  don’t 
cooperate,  we’ll  go  to  Logan  where  they 
want  our  program  and  money.  I  wish  Provo 
could  see  that  we  really  don’t  have  a  gun 
behind  our  back,  or  a  secret  plan  to  take 
over  the  town.  If  they  could  only  realize 
that  this  federal  money  will  really  help 
them,  they  might  cooperate.  Provo  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  have  the  attitude  that  federal 
funds  mean  federal  intervention.” 


The  city  leaders  expressed  support  for 
the  concept  of  historical  preservation,  but 
are  opposed  to  using  federal  funds 


The  future  of  Provo  is  a  vital  issue  in  this 
city  election  year.  Issues  such  as  the 
Heritage  Mountain  project  and  preserva¬ 
tion  planning  could  have  a  lasting  effect  on 
Provo’s  destiny,  and  determine  whether 
Orem  can  complete  the  economic 
checkmate  now  growing  ever  closer.
